the  same  old  raga  of  Indo-Pak  talks.  Pakistan  has  moved 
its  troops  from  the  Indian  border  to  the  Afghan  border. 
But  does  that  mean  that  all  its  sins  can  be  absolved? 

One  should  ask  Richard  Holbrooke.  After  26th  November, 
it  was  thought  that  India  would  attack  Pakistan.  But 
over  time  India  lost  the  opportunity  to  attack 
Pakistan,  and  now  Pakistan  has  weakened  considerably 
due  to  its  own  internal  conflict."

The 
doubt  being  expressed  on  the  Indian  side  is  that,  for 
the  U.S.,  Indian  interests  are  not  important.  And 
another  suspicion  is  that  the  U.S.  can,  on  Pakistan's 
demand,  think  of  interfering  in  Kashmir.  Burns  visit  is 
an  effort  to  end  both  these  doubts."

Under  Secretary  of  State  William  Burns  is  an  important 
diplomatic  event.

The  U.S.  itself  emphasized  that  the 
aid  to  Pakistan  was  to  be  used  only  against  terrorism.
